DATE FOR KID’S DAY ACTIVITY CHANGED 


Following the receipt of a number of emails about the date of the SARL Kids 
Day, the matter was discussed with the Contest Manager and it was decided to 
move the SARL Kids Day to Saturday 8 February. Please take note of the new 
date. 


Amateurs who plan to participate in the Kids Day event are requested to register 
their stations as an educational station as soon as possible. Visit the SARL 
website at www.sarl.org.za and complete the form. The aim of the Kid’s Day is 
intended to encourage young people (licensed or not) to enjoy Amateur Radio. 
It can give young people hands-on, on-the-air experience so they might develop 
an interest in pursuing a license in the future. It is intended to give hams a 
chance to share their stations with children. The activity starts at 09:00 and 
ends at 11:00 CAT with activity on 20 and 40-metres and 2-meter repeater 
frequencies. Either set up a station at a local school or a local shopping mall or 
from your home and get the young people to enjoy amateur radio. 


CONTESTING IN JANUARY AND FEBRUARY 


The annual Port Elizabeth ARS VHF/UHF contest starts at 18:00 on Friday 24 
January and ends at 18:00 on Sunday 26 January 2003. The rules are available 
at www.sarl.org.za and they have also been sent out with HF Newsletter no 29. 


The first leg of the SARL HF Field Day will take place over the weekend of 08 
and 09 February 2003. The rules have been changed with regard to setting up 
the field station and power multipliers and bonus points have been added to the 
scoring. The rules are in the new contest manual that should be available on 
the SARL website within the coming week.

SPECIAL EVENT, TO MARK MARCONI 1903 TRANSMISSION CENTEN- 
NIAL 


Special event station KM1CC will be on the air January 11-19, 2003, to mark 
the 100th anniversary of Guglielmo Marconi’s inaugural wireless transmission 
between the US and Great Britain January 18, 1903 (January 19 UTC). On that 
date, from the sandy Cape Cod cliffs overlooking the Atlantic, Marconi, using a 
powerful (35 kW) rotary spark transmitter coupled to a massive antenna system, 
transmitted a 54-word greeting from President Theodore Roosevelt to England’s 
King Edward VII. The monarch promptly acknowledged receipt of the message 
via landline and cable, literally igniting the spark of global communication.
